THE BILINGUAL COURTS BILL 


Senator Tunney has recently introduced a bill, S. 1724, to amend title 28 
of the United States Code to provide more effectively for bilingual 
proceedings in district courts of bilingual judicial districts. 

The billdefines bilingual districts as those judicial districts in which at 
least 3 percent or fifty thousand residents， whichever is less, do not speak 
or understand the English language with reasonable facility. Under the 
proposed legislation, a party to an action or a witness who does not speak 
and understand English with reasonable facility may avail oneself of 
Simultaneous translation Services to be provided by certified interpreters. 

The Senate Committee on the Judiciary will hold hearings on the“Bi- 
lingual Courts Bill”October 10 & 11. As a bilingual journal for a commnu- 
nity eminently dual 这 ed for such services, we feel it is the duty of each and 
every one of us to Support this legislation to protect the rights of our nonm:- 
English speaking citizens.

THE REVOLUTION OF 1911 


Sixty-two years ago today the uprising in Wuchang SUc- 
ceeded im overthrowing 也 e Manchu dynasty in China. Ihe 
ending of the Chinese monarchy did not mean the end of 
forelign exploitation and domestic mailsery. The regional war- 
lords，interal rivalry in the Natonalist Party，the Sino- 
Japanese war，uncontrolled inflation . . . these were but a 
few of the problems that plagued the early years of the 
republic. Nevertheless, the revolution of 1911 was a signifi- 
camit event. When the Chinese saw someone as Powerful as 
the emperor overthrown, and a tradition as deeply rooted as 
the Imperial government renounced，they had faith im re- 
shaping tneir destiny- 

Many Chinese-Americans have fond memories of Dr. Sun 
Yat-ten and the revolutionary movement led by him. Years 
ag0，Chinese-Americans were ardent Supporters of the Chi- 
nese revolution. However, times have changed.Itis no longer 
desirable or possible for overseas Chinese to engage in direct 
intervention in the affairs of China. Therefore, today when 
we commemorate the Revolution of 1911，we call for 
Chinese-Americans to follow the footsteps of Dr. Sun . . . 
dare to dedicate ourselves to buck traditions and to 所 ght for 
human rights. The only modification that we are making is 
that Dr. Sun did it in China while we are doing it here-.

NEW YORK 一 Chiao Kuan-hua， 
chairman of the Chinese delega- 
tion to the 28th session of the UN 
General Assembly and Chinese 
Vice-minister of foreign affairs， 
made a major address to the Gen- 
eral Assembly on the afternoon of 
October 2. 

Top Soviet delegates absented 
themselves from the hall as the 
Chinese delegate charged that the 
United States governrment and the 
Soviet Union are engaged in a 
“desperate struggle for nuclear 
superiority and world domina- 
tion.” 

Challenging the view that the 诬 - 
ternational situation is gradually 
moving toward an international 
detente，Chiao :pointed out that 
the world situation is still far 在 om 
tranquil.

disorder throughout the world and 
not trandquillity。、 And the main 
trend amidst this great disorder is 
that countries want independence， 
nations want liberation，and peo- 
ple want revolution.” 

Chiao called the U.S.-Soviet 
agreement for the prevention of 
nuclear war “a mere scrap of 
paper.”JIn fact，he said，the two

TOKYO 一 China has reported 
that it is paying more to the peas- 
ant for his crops than ever before， 
while making it cheaper for him 
to acquire the industrial products 
he needs. 

The official Hsinhua news agen- 
cy says China is producing enough 
to feed its more than 700 million 
people，thanks to a mixture of 
“revolution plus production.” It 
says China has had good harvests 
every year from 1962 to 1971 had 
agood onelastyear despite natural 
adversities，and expects a good 
harvest of late rice and- auturmn 
crops _ after overcoming serious 
drought and heavy rains this year. 

Hsinhua denounced Liu Shao- 
chi，Peng Teh-huai and Lin Piao 
for opposing the rural commune 
system which is now the basis of 
Chinese agriculture. Liu，it said， 
had wrongly believed that agricul- 
tural collectivization could take 
Place only after agriculture had 
been mechanized and the peasants 
和 ven large numbers of farm ma- 
chines.

garment factories in Chinatown， 

Quite upset at the recent repor- 
ting of the State's Industrail 
Welfare investigation by the local 
media，MTrs. Lee continued，“T 开 hey 
Say We had locks on the door and 
ran away when they (the investi- 
gators) came. But that was because 
Imy wortkers just didn't understand 
what they wanted，not because we 
have anything to hide.” 

The truth of the matter is that for 
the last two years, non-Asian youths 
have been soliciting money from 
factory workers in Chinatown， 
sometimes returning two or three 
times a week. Twice when refused， 
they had locked the women inside. 

站 Locks on the doors were to keep 
them onut. 

“Wetold them we didn't want ouUTr 
Pictures taken. But twice they re- 
turned with their cameras- The wor- 
kers, not knowing what the photos 
are for，were naturally Upset，” ex- 
Plained Mrs. Lee. 

VIOLATIONS 

Once an appointment was made， 
Mrs. Lee willingly met with Brian 
Banister，Senior Industrial Welfare 
Agent, who she described as a nice， 
agreeable person.”The only viola- 
tions cited against her were insuf- 
ficient toilets and the lack of paper 
cUpS. On the former charge，she is

making arrangements to install a 
second toilet. 
On the latter charge，she ex 


plained that*she had cups for her 


workers, but they preferred to bring 
their own cups for tea.“Industrial 
Welfare should understand that the 
Chinese like to drink hot tea，not 
cold water, so they shouldn't require 
Chinatown shops to provide water 
coolers,” she said . 

Another objection she had to local 
press coverage Was the negative 
image of “sweatshops. “We do not 
have slave labor here,”she said. 
“We pay the women for the work 
they do.” 

According to Mrs， Lee，on a 


“piece-meal” rate, slow workers can 上 


earn $2,000-$3,000 a year，fast 
workers can earn as much as $0,000 
a year. 

“They can also come and go when 
they want,” explained Mrs，Lee. 
“Our opening from 9 am. to 9 p.m. 
does not mean that the women wotk 
twelve full hours. Often they do 
shopping, run errands, or look after 
their family during those hours.… 


RELEXHIBHETY 


Mrs. Lee feels that the flexibility 
in hours in non-union shops assists 
thbe women in their duties as 
mothers and housewives. Also, there 
is more work avaijlable to non-union 
shops on a year-long basis. Thus, al- 
though the hourly wage is higher in 
union shops，women in these shops 
often have to claim Unemployment 
insurance during the year.

According to Mrs，Lee，after 
paying the wotrkers and other ex- 
penses in supplies，utilities，rent， 
insurance， and etc.， she barely 
makes a 10% profit out of the orig- 
inal bid.“And it should be remem- 
bered that my husband and six 
daughters who help in the factory 
are not on the payrol”she added. 
“It's a vety frustrating business,” 
continued Mrs. Lee，““especially 
when there's a lot of jealousy and 
bickering among the workers,… 
Mrs. Lee plans to retire as soon as 
her nine daughters, fanging from 0 
to 24 years of age,-finish school.

RECOLLECTIONS 


Immigrating from China with her 
husband twenty-odd years ago, Mrs. 
Lee recalls the days when she would 
leave her four babies at home alone 
while she attended school in the 
Imorning，return and wait for her 
husband to come home from his two 
jobs at the airlines and grocery store 
inthelate afternootni'and then go o 任 
to do some sewing for the Test ofthe 
evening. 

Later，with some experience and 
savings，she leased and then finally 
bought her own sewing factory.“We 
did it the hard way. Nowadays, the 
new immigrants are smarter and not 
so hardworking. When they're faced 
with a hard pattetn to sew, they just 
won't show Up for work. HI they 
could make more money working 
for the Whites, don't you think they 
would do it? It's just that they like 
the flexibility found in working for 
Chinatown shops and they make as 
much working for me as anyone 
else.”
